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At an estimated initial cost of 
$175,000, San Bernardino County 
grape growers are uniting in an ef- 
fort to establish a community-owned 
ice plant and refrigerating quarters 
capable of serving 12,000 to 15,000 
acres in the west-end of the county 
and accessible to the Santa Fe 
tracks, it became known today. 

Refrigeration experts have already 
been called into conference with the 
growers to perfect plans for the new 
plant, which will have a capacity 
of 500 cars, with trackage facilities 
for 150.additional cars approaching 
it, according to E. G. Weckbaugh, 
long associated with shipping inter- 
ests and now operating in this 
county. 

The site of the huge plant has not 
yet been definitely selected beyond 
the general election. It is to be 
centrally situated, and accessible to 
the huge vineyards lying between 
the Santa Fe tracks and the moun- 
tains on the north. 

: Movement Grows 

The movement toward such a plant 
has gained impetus, Mr. Weckbaugh 
said today, with the uncertainties of 
the shipment of grapes due to the 
railroad strike and the subsequent 
acute car shortage, which in the re- 
cent rain, caused a loss of literally 
thousands of dollars to the west-end 
vineyardists. 

The proposed plan “of the growers 
has outgrown its first tentative state 
and is promised to come to full 
fruition within the next few weeks. 
It is.in. the hands of Mr. Weck- 
baugh, who states that delays“in the 
delivery of cars by the railroads pene- 
trating the vineyard districts have 
had a marked effect on the returns 
of the growers. 

Plans for the plant would provide 
facilities for regulating the temper- 
ature of the grapes, from the time 
of picking until delivery in the far- 
eastern markets. The plan also af- 
fords means of caring for a greatly 
increasing crop which is expected 
during the 1923 year. 

Many New Growers 

Mr. Weckbaugh~ has stated that 
in the Cucamonga and Etiwanda dis- 
tricts a large number of new grow- 
ers are entering the field, declared 
to be one of the most lucrative forms 
of agricultural or vintricultural in- 
vestment with the present high 
prices for grape products prevailing. 
The vield of the coming year will far 
outstrin that of last year, it was 
declared. 

The new plant is contemplated on | 
the unit scale, with additional fa-| 
cilities to be added as conditions 
warrant the expenditure. Plans now 
fully under way and advocated by 
the refrigerator experts will provide 
for the erection of the first unit and 
its completion ready for the 1923 
crop by next September. 

Another advantage to be brought 
ahout by the new plant was em- 
phasizel by the proponents of the 
$175,000 plant. It is stated that al- 
though the Southern California grane 
nicking and shinpine season normal- 
Iv lasts only from Sept. 1 to Novem- 
ber. proper refrigeration such as 
would be given by the proposed plant

Boosts Organization 

That the organization of the grain 
farmers of the state is a good thing 
not only for the farmers themselves, 
but results as well in improved busi- 
ness conditions generally, was the 
keynote of an address delivered on 
Tuesday afternoon by Edward W. 
Thompson, sales manager of the 
California Farm Bureau Exchange, 
before the members of the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce in forum 
luncheon meeting at the Hotpoint 
Club. 

Mr. Thompson pointed out that 
there are still farmers who fail to 
realize their need for co-operation 
in marketing and he urged the bank- 
ers and business men to use their 
influence with the producers to be- 
come associated with the organiza- 
tion. ; 

He went on to say that the millers 
and dealers were in reality better 
pleased to pay fair prices for their 


grain, realizing that prosperity for] 


the farmer means general prosperity, 
and the profit for the dealer is about 
the same, whether the cost of a 
commodity be high or low. He point- 
ed out that promiscuous offers to 
sell at once had a tendency to low- 
er prices and showed wherein the 
co-operative organization prevented 
this. 

The speaker declared that during 
the past year, the first that the 
grain organization had functioned, 
the association had been able to 
exercise sufficient influence to give 
the local market an upward trend 
and had brought about order in the 
matter of marketing, with the re 
sult that the price of grain was rais 
ed to a normal level, which was a 
detriment to no one. 

In closing, Mr. Thompson compli- 
mented Ontario on its diversified in- 
dustries, declared that he had been 
informed that this city was keeping 
pace witht Los Angeles.in the mat- 
ter of building, and added that if 
so, it was going some. 

Welles T. Ross was chairman of 
the luncheon meeting, and Paul 5. 
Breckenridge favored the gathering 
with two vocal selections, playing 
his own accompaniment. 

Attempt to Crack Safe

During the past few years noxious 
weeds have become more and more 
of a pest to the farmers of Scuthern 
California, For years they have 
fought to eradicate Johnson grass, 
Canadian thistle, Scotch thistle, bull 
thistle, and during the past two or 
three years the lands have hecome 
infested with the most noxious of a!l| 
weeds, the puncture vine, and in 
some portions of the south Russian 
thistle has practically destroyed all 
land value. 

Russian thistle, in Southern Cali- 
fornia, is scattered from the Tehach- 
api mountains through the northern 
half of Los Angeles County and 
through the southwest portion of 
Riverside County.

Any person, upon being duly con- 
victed of a violation of this act, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be fined in a sum not exceeding $100 
or by imprisonment in the county 
jail for a term not exceeding three 
months. 

The work of controlling Russian 
thistle is regarded as one of the 
hard problems with which the horti- 
cultural comrfiissioner has to con- 
tend. As in many other undertak- 
ings, co-operation is essential to sue- 
cess, co-operation among the grow 
ers themselves, and there should be 
no let-un at imaginary county lines. 
Adjoining counties should deal justly 
with each other. Streams and diteh

POMONA COLLEGE RECEIVES 
NINTH ARMY CORPS TROPHY 





Pranprations have just been com- 
pleted at Pomona College, Clare- 
mont. for the formal presentation on 
Armistice Dav, November 11th, of 
the famons R. O. T. C. Infantry 
Tronhv. a bronze cast. “The Dough: 
boy of the West,” which was won 
by Pomona College at the Presidio, 
San Francisco, last July, in com- 
petition with leading educational in- 
stitutions in the Ninth Army Corps 
area. The latter comprise the eight 
westernmost state of California, 
Washington, Oregon, Utah, Wyom- 
ing, Nevada, Idaho and Arizona. 

Pomona College representatives 
were in competition with the best 
marksmen from the University of 
California, the University of Oregon, 
the University of Washington, State 
College of Washington, and Oregon 
Agricultural College. The Claremont 
institution led with a general aver- 
age of 282.67 and a percentage of 
80.76. Its general average was more 
than four points higher than its 
nearest competitor, the University of 
Oregon. 

The remarkable showing of the 
College in competition with the big- 
gest schools of the Pacific Coast 
was the occasion for special con- 
gratulations by the army authorities 
to Major W. F. Ayer, the ranking 
R. O. T. C. officer at Pomona Col- 
lege. 

The Doughboy Trophy is awarded 
by the United States Army and is 
a bronze cast, the work of Avard 
Fairbanks, the famous sculptor. A 
duplicate of this statue was present- 
ed to Marshal Foch on the occasion 
of his visit’ to America. It is re 
garded as one of the most striking 
and effective representations of the 
typical American who made such a 
glorious record in the world war. 

The R. O. T. C. is strongly organ- 
ized at Pomona and has the en- 
dorsement of the college because it 
is regarded as the most practical 
means by which a distinctly peace- 
loving nation can practice prepared- 
ness without being militaristic.

There is no excuse for glaring 
lights in San Bernardino County 
now. Official headlight adjusting 
stations have been appointed in San 
Bernardino County and are now 
ready to adjust headlights. e 

These stations have been care- 
fully instructed and schooled by il- 
luminating engineers and have been 
equipped with uniform apparatus so 
that they can not only adjust lights 
to comply with the law, but give 
the motor owner better driving 
lights than he ever had before. 

California has the best headlight 
law of any state. It is not neces- 
sary to spoil driving light to make 
lights legal as many people believe. 
If the lights are adjusted properly 
and a good pair of lenses are used 
better driving light can be obtained 
than with bare glaring reflectors. 
The illuminating engineer, J. T. 
Templeton, who instructed the sta- 
tions in San Bernardino County and 
who is installing other official sta- 
tions throughout the state, demon- 
strated this last week when he 
gave preliminary instructions to the 
stations of San Bernardino County. 

With a pair of headlights he show- 
ed why headlights glare when they 
are out of adjustment, and how ‘easy 
it Is to get good light when they 
are focused according to the rules 
laid down by the Motor Vehicle De 
partment. The official adjusting sta- 
tions in San Bernardino County are 
put in by the California Auto Trade 
Association, which has been author- 
{zed to do this work by the Motdr 


Vehicle Department. The station 

| will issue certificates to motor own- 

ers whose lights they adjust. These 

; * certificates have been endorsed by 


the Motor Vehicle Department and 
will be recognized by the state in- 
apectors as indicating that the own- 
er of the car has done everything 
he could to have his lights right. 
The San Bernardino County motor 
police will recognize these certifi- 
cates as evidence the owner has had 
his lights fixed. So many fatal acci- 
dents have happened because of 
glaring lights that something must 
be done and now that we have com- 
detent light adjusters to do this 
work we are going to enforce the 
law to the letter. We mean to 
make the highways of San Bernar- 
ding County safe for night driving.

FRUIT GROWERS TO 
MEET AT BERKELE 


In order to discuss important prob- 
lems confronting their industry, 
prune and apricot growers of Cali- 
fornia will hold a convention in Hil- 
gard Hall, on the University of Cali- 
fornia campus, on November 14 and 
15. 

The first day will be devoted to 
the consideration of questions per- 
taining to prune growing. The irri- 
gation of deciduous fruit trees, red 
spider, prune thrips, dehydration of 
prunes and prune and apricot by-pro- 
ducts will be discussed by the grow- 
ers and university experts. 

On the evening of the same date 
the growers will convene to hear W. 
L. Howard, professor of pomology, 
tell of his observations on European 
horticulture and of the work of the 
state department of agriculture from 
Director Hecke. 

In the morning of November 15, 
W. P. Tufts, assistant professor of 
pomology, and prominent growers 
will discuss the pruning of apricot 
and prune trees and R. E. Smith,, 
professor of plant pathology, will 
give the latest information on sour 
sap of deciduous fruit trees. The 
afternoon meeting will be given to 
the consideration of brown rot of 
apricots by B. A. Rudolph, research 
associate in plant pathology, and
